REPORT  OF  THE 

BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 

1977 

The  past  year  has  been  rewarding  in  many  respects 
but  also  has  spawned  some  resurgence  of  old 
arguments. 

On  the  plus  side,  we  have  seen  the  emergence  of  the 
Epping  Rescue  Squad  as  a  real  benefit  to  the  residents 
of  Epping;  also  to  some  of  the  surrounding  towns.  This 
was  accomplished  with  only  a  meager  subsidy  from 
the  Town.  We  salute  the  Rescue  Squad  for  their  spirit 
and  the  professional  manner  in  which  they  perform. 

The  Budget  Committee  was  voted  in  by  the  Town 
and  after  a  rocky  start  is  now  functioning  and  should 
be  a  definite  assistance  in  budgeting  to  a  growing 
community  such  as  Epping.  The  involvement  of  more 
interested  citizens  is  always  required  to  assure  the 
prudential  expenditures  of  the  tax  dollar.  Working 
together  with  other  Town  Officers,  the  Budget  Com- 
mittee can  be  a  real  asset  to  any  community.  The 
Budget  Committee  should  meet  all  through  the  year  to 
become  better  acquainted  with  the  needs  and  expen- 
ditures of  all  departments. 

The  construction  of  a  Transfer  Station  for  solid 
waste  disposal  has  been  voted  and  should  be  ready  by 
April  30,  1978.  The  extension  granted  by  Air  Pollution 
Control  Commission  was  to  allow  Epping  and  other 
communities  to  develop  an  area  solution  to  solid  waste 
disposal  in  conjunction  with  Wheelabrator  Frye  and 
Rockingham  County  government. 

With  the  advent  of  unprecidented  growth  in  Rock- 
ingham County,  the  smaller  communities  are  experi- 
encing increasing  costs  in  schools,  safety  services  and 
all  other  facets  of  government.  To  get  your  dollar's 


worth,  serious  consideration  should  be  given  to  the 
combining  of  these  services  on  an  area  level.  New 
Hampshire  people  pride  themselves  on  "home  rule" 
and  we  agree  with  this  concept.  However,  the  time  has 
come  to  seriously  consider  programs  that  lend  them- 
selves to  cost  savings  in  the  area  concept. 

We  ask  you  to  become  involved  in  your  government 
by  participating  in  the  School  Meeting  and  the  Town 
Meeting.  Last  year  fewer  than  100  people  participated 
in  a  School  Meeting  and  passed  a  budget  of  more  than 
$850,000.  Consider,  if  you  will,  that  the  Selectmen's 
Warrant  to  the  Tax  Collector  was  for  $839,000  in  taxes 
to  be  collected.  Of  this  $839,000,  $670,000  was  used  to 
support  our  Schools.  Do  not  be  afraid  to  ask  questions 
about  expenditures,  it  is  your  tax  dollar  that  we  used  to 
pay  for  programs  that  are  sometimes  questionable. 

The  Selectmen  must  manage  the  prudential  affairs 
of  the  community  to  the  best  of  their  ability;  your 
direction  at  the  Town  Meeting  is  law.  We  urge  you  to 
be  considerate  of  your  fellow  taxpayer  and  your  elected 
officials.  Consider  all  viable  alternatives,  consider  the 
costs,  attend  public  hearings,  be  informed,  ask  ques- 
tions and  above  all  VOTE  INTELLIGENTLY.

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LIBRARY  REPORT 

The  Harvey-Mitchell  Memorial  Library  has  experi- 
enced unusual  increase  in  circulation  during  1977,  the 
circulation  statistics  showing  that  1,700  more  books 
have  been  loaned  in  the  ten  months  ending  October  31, 
1977  than  in  the  entire  year  1976.  In  addition  to 
circulated  books,  magazines  and  records,  jig-saw  puz- 
zles are  now  offered,  and  are  proving  very  popular. 

The  markedly  increased  activity  has  been  ably 
handled  by  the  efficient  staff  comprised  of  Elizabeth 
Lucy,  Bunny  Huddleston,  and  Janet  Pendergrace 
Brown  who  joined  the  staff  in  June.  Mrs.  Lucy's  long 
experience  in  Library  Science  has  been  invaluable. 
This  year  she  has  completed  cataloguing  of  all  books 
in  the  Library,  a  task  on  which  she  has  been  working 
the  past  three  years.  The  Staff  has  worked  together  as 
a  well  coordinated  group,  each  contributing  her 
particular  talents  to  special  projects. 

In  addition  to  routine  Library  work,  various  functions 
were  conducted  for  youth  groups.  A  5th  Grade  class 
comes  into  the  Library  on  alternate  Mondays  to  select 
books,  with  a  teacher;  a  second  5th  Grade  class  visits 
every  other  Wednesday,  with  a  teacher,  for  the  same 
purpose.  On  alternate  Fridays  a  group  from  second 
and  third  grades  come  with  a  teacher  to  select  books 
for  classroom  use. 

We  continue  to  have  films  once  a  month  for  children  in 
grades  one  through  six.  Our  thanks  to  Trudy  Daniels 
for  continuing  to  run  the  projector  for  this  program. 

The  Story  Hour  for  pre-schoolers  continues  every 
Friday  at  10:00  a.m..  Bunny  Huddleston  in  charge.  On 
occasion  the  Raymond-Epping  Headstart  program 
has  joined  the  Story  Hour. 
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Epping  residents  have  given  a  number  of  gifts  (books, 
magazines,  etc)  in  addition  to  patronizing  our  Book 
Sale  every  summer.  At  the  Book  Sale,  Gladys  Arquette 
organizes  and  manages  a  Bake  Sale,  with  proceeds 
going  to  the  Library. 

We  have  monthly  press  releases  regarding  the 
activities  in  the  Library,  news,  new  books,  etc.  The 
Bulletin  Board  is  used  to  display  books  and  other 
materials  concerning  current  and  timely  issues. 

There  has  been  expanded  use  of  the  Lydia  Ladd  Room 
by  the  Women's  Club,  Garden  Club,  Extension  Service 
groups,  Historical  Society,  and  Pre-School  Clinic.  The 
Epping  Garden  Club  provided  plants  and  flower 
arrangements  throughout  the  year. 

The  severe  ice  storms  of  the  past  winter  caused 
considerable  damage  to  the  Main  Library  Room, 
occasioning  ceiling  repairs,  painting,  and  refinishing. 
On  advice  from  informed  sources,  new  and  improved 
heating  cables  have  been  installed  on  the  front  roof,  as 
the  best  means  of  avoiding  future  such  occurrence. 

Since  this  report  was  requested  for  early  December,  we 
obviously  cannot  include  statistics  for  the  full  year.

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EPPING  FIRE  DEPARTMENT  REPORT 

I  would  like  to  devote  this  report  to  the  people  who 
have,  or  are  going  to  have  wood  burning  type  heaters 
in  their  homes. 

In  the  past  eleven  months  we  were  unfortunate 
enough  to  have  responded  to  six  structural  fires;  three 
of  which  were  caused  by  or  related  to  wood  stoves.  Of 
the  last  ten  house  fires,  five  were  wood  stove  related. 

I  would  like  to  ask  you  to  take  time  to  have  your 
chimney  checked  for  cracks  and  loose  mortar  or  bricks, 
also  have  it  cleaned  regularly. 

Make  sure  that  there  is  either  enough  air  space  or 
insulation  around  the  stove  and  all  piping. 

I  have  literature  on  the  correct  way  to  install  and  set 
up  a  wood  stove,  available  at  the  fire  station. 

It  is  a  shame  that  in  order  to  save  money,  people  who 
are  not  familiar  with  wood  burning  equipment,  are 
forced  to  take  the  chance  of  losing  their  homes. 

Please  be  careful. 

I  would  also  like  to  take  the  time  to  express  my 
thanks  to  the  other  officers,  firemen  and  the  Women's 
Auxiliary  for  all  they  have  done.  Your  effort  and 
cooperation  has  made  my  job  much  easier.  Thank  you.

PLANNING  BOARD  REPORT 

Everyone  should  attend  at  least  one  Planning  Board 
meeting  to  learn  firsthand  the  demand  for  growth  in 
Epping. 

(All  meetings  are  open  to  the  public,  and  the  sched- 
ule for  all  meetings  is  posted  in  the  Town  Hall,  Post 
Office  and  the  Fire  Station). 

The  pressure  of  growth  and  its  effect  on  the  Town  for 
services  and  schools  is  first  learned  at  Planning  Board 
meetings  because  all  requests  of  new  lots  or  new 
homes  or  businesses  must  have  land  use  approval 
from  the  Planning  Board  before  any  other  permits 
(septic  system  /  well  or  water  &  sewer,  building,  etc.) 
can  be  issued  by  other  officials. 

Epping*s  rate  of  growth  continues  to  escalate. 

This  year,  the  Planning  Board  received  twenty-nine 
new  applications  for  subdivision,  tnore  than  double 
requested  last  year!  Forty-five  new  lots  were  approved, 
an  18%  increase  over  last  year! 

Sixteen  of  the  new  lots  approved  were  in  Epping's 
largest  development,  Kulhun  Acres,  located  off 
Prescott  Road  (Raymond),  making  a  total  of  47  house- 
lots  approved  there.  The  subdivision  was  owned  by 
Edward  Kulakowski,  Raymond  and  George  Hunter, 
formerly  of  Peabody,  Mass.

Of  the  eight  subdivision  requests  for  boundary  line 
changes,  one  was  to  settle  a  house  and  well  encroach- 
ment, and  the  others  were  to  increase  lot  sizes.

One  request  for  a  new  business  was  withdrawn 
(Paul  Cole  and  Wayne  Castonquay  for  a  van  custom- 
izing shop  on  Railroad  Ave.)  Another  was  denied 
because  the  applicant  was  not  the  legal  owner; 
approval  was  later  given  to  the  owner. 

Income  in  excess  of  $500.00  was  collected  by  the 
Planning  Board  from  developers  for  subdivision  and 
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site  plan  review  fees.  This  money  is  returned  to  the 
Town  to  off-set  Planning  Board  expenses. 

Seven  surveys  were  signed  for  recording  purposes. 
No  surveys  can  be  recorded  at  Rockingham  County 
Registry  of  Deeds  without  Planning  Board  signatures. 

Planning  Board  proposals  to  enlarge  the  Industrial 
Zone,  establish  an  agricultural/residential  zone  and 
increase  the  Building  Inspector's  fees  were  defeated  by 
voters  last  March.  A  later  proposal  to  establish  two- 
acre  zoning  was  also  defeated. 

A  citizen's  petition  to  require  two-acre  minimum  lot 
size  in  certain  sections  of  the  town  was  presented  to 
the  Board  in  late  November  and  will  be  on  the  ballot  in 
March.  By  law,  the  Planning  Board  can  make  no 
changes  on  a  citizen's  petition  and  must  submit  the 
zoning  changes  to  the  voters  exactly  as  written  on  the 
petition. 

Two  subdivision  amendments  were  adopted.  New 
road  specifications  were  written  requiring  qualified 
engineers  to  inspect  new  roads  in  subdivisions  in  order 
to  protect  taxpayers  from  paying  for  reconstruction  of 
poorly  built  roads  by  developers.  Also,  regulations  for 
siting  septic  systems  were  adopted  to  better  protect  our 
water  table,  preserve  valuable  wetlands,  and  prevent 
future  health  problems. 

Membership  on  the  Planning  Board  has  been  en- 
larged to  NINE  members.  The  Selectmen  appointed 
four  interested  citizens  as  Alternates  to  serve  with  the 
five  regular  members.  The  new  Alternates,  who  have 
voting  rights,  add  greater  citizen  representation  to  the 
Board  while  they  gain  essential  knowledge  of  plan- 
ning laws  and  procedures.  Hopefully,  many  more 
citizens  interested  in  the  future  orderly  growth  of 
Epping  will  volunteer  to  serve  on  the  Board.  (Anyone 
interested  should  contact  the  Board  of  Selectmen). 
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Like  it  or  not,  EPPING  WILL  GROW.  HOW  -  AND 
HOW  COSTLY  -  YOUR  TOWN  GROWS  WILL  DE- 
PEND UPON  YOUR  SUPPORT  OF  GOOD 
PLANNING.

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REPORT  OF  THE 
EPPING  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 

The  Epping  Conservation  Commission  meets  on  the 
first  and  third  Tuesday  of  each  month.  As  always, 
these  meetings  are  held  at  the  Town  Hall  and  public 
attendance  is  welcome. 

The  Mary  Folsom  Blair  Park  in  West  Epping  will  be 
of  even  greater  concern  to  us  next  year.  We  hope  to  put 
our  ideas  and  plans  into  action.  The  following  ideas 
were  considered  for  the  coming  year:  picnic  tables, 
small  fireplaces,  tenting  lots,  playing  fields,  and  hope- 
fully, swimming  facilities  can  be  provided.  Any  other 
ideas  or  suggestions  are  welcomed, 

A  donation  of  one  hundred  dollars  has  been  received 
toward  the  purchase  of  a  backstop.  Additional  funds 
are  needed  as  well  as  a  helping  hand. 

Manpower  workers  and  directors  helped  out  this  year 
by  clearing  out  a  lot  of  brush  and  by  putting  in  a  canoe 
launch.  Their  help  was  needed  and  much  appreciated 
by  this  Commission, 

The  Dr,  Abraham  Mitchell  Park,  which  is  not  under 
this  commission's  jurisdiction  but  which  is  of  interest 
to  us,  is  slowly  moving  ahead.  The  Epping  Boy  Scouts 
have  been  hard  at  work  cutting  brush  and  pruning 
trees.  It  is  hoped  that  in  the  near  future  this  Park  can 
be  made  more  accessible. 

The  Miriam  Jackson  Park  was  completed  this  year 
with  the  addition  of  a  brick  walk  and  brick  flower 
planter.  It  is  hoped  that  the  Town's  people  will  find 
this  Park  attractive  and  enjoy  using  it. 
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A  study  on  alternate  uses  for  the  Dump  site  was  done 
by  three  students  from  U.N.H.  They  proposed  that 
part  of  the  site  be  used  for  recycHng  and  the  rest  be 
turned  into  a  town  forest.  They  felt  that  usage  in  these 
ways  would  be  getting  the  most  out  of  the  land.  It  is 
felt  that  a  good  concise  job  was  done  and  the  findings 
are  accurate. 

Something  new  was  tried  in  Epping  this  year  —  A 
Farmer's  Market.  Susan  Mooney  took  charge  of  this 
project  and  we  feel  she  did  an  excellent  job.  With 
additional  advertising  and  participation,  by  both 
gardners  and  customers,  we  look  forward  to  an 
expanded  program.  All  suggestions  are  welcome  on 
this  project;  it  takes  a  lot  of  cooperation. 

The  Commission  lost  four  members  this  year  and 
picked  up  two  new  ones.  Due  to  the  expiration  of  their 
terms,  Joe  White,  Paul  Leavis  and  Nancy  Carr  left  the 
Commission.  Sue  Mooney  had  to  resign  upon  her  move 
out  of  town.  I  would  like  to  thank  these  people  for  their 
devotion  and  many  hours  of  hard  work  on  behalf  of 
this  Commission  Lynda  Clark  and  I  have  joined. 
Anybody  interested  in  joining  the  Commission  as  an 
associate  or  full  time  member  would  be  well  received 
and  may  contact  the  Selectmen  or  any  Conservation 
Commission  member  for  information. 

Clean-Up  Day  this  year  as  in  the  past  was  a  big 
success.  This  year,  over  fifty  volunteers  concentrated 
on  cleaning  up  the  downtown  area.  We  are  hoping  for 
an  even  larger  turn-out  next  year  so  that  we  may  clean 
up  the  entire  town.  We  must  all  remember  that  the  side 
of  a  road  is  not  the  place  for  trash.  Let's  all  do  our  part 
in  keeping  Epping's  roads  scenic  and  free  of  unsightly 
trash. 
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I  would  like  to  call  your  attention  to  the  Warrant 
Article  the  Commission  is  sponsoring  about  the  Town 
Forest.  We  feel  this  land  can  successfully  be  turned 
into  a  growing  forest  which  would  then  benefit  both 
the  land  and  the  people  of  the  town.

We  did  over  expend  our  budget  because  we 
had  a  few  parts  that  wore  out  and  these  parts  were 
very  expensive.  We  also  had  a  severe  winter  which 
forced  us  to  use  a  great  deal  of  extra  Chlorine.

The  Epping  Rescue  Squad  has  enjoyed  a  very 
successful  year.  We  feel  that  not  only  have  we  been 
able  to  be  of  assistance  to  a  large  number  of  Epping 
residents,  but  we  have  been  able  to  improve  our 
organization  greatly. 

We  hope  to  overcome  our  two  greatest  problems  in 
the  next  year.  First  of  all,  we  have  included  in  next 
year's  budget,  a  communications  system  that  should 
cut  our  response  time  in  half.  Secondly  we  have 
tentatively  scheduled  an  advanced  first  aid  course  for 
the  spring  of  1978.  Since  we  are  now  forced  to  operate 
with  only  seven  members,  it  is  our  hope  that  some 
Epping  residents  will  find  the  time  and  interest  to 
become  licensed  ambulance  attendants  and  join  our 
organization. 

Finally,  we  would  like  to  thank,  and  make  people 
aware  of  the  large  amount  of  assistance  we  have 
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received  from  the  Raymond  Ambulance  Association. 
They  have  not  only  transported  90%  of  our  patients  to 
the  hospital,  but  are  also  responsible  for  almost  all  of 
our  training.

The  Exeter  Area  Visiting  Nurse  Association,  Inc.  is 
a  Community  Health  Service  providing  health  care  to 
individuals  and  families  in  their  place  of  residence  or 
in  ambulatory  care  settings  for  purposes  of  preventing 
disease  and  promoting,  maintaining  or  restoring 
health  or  minimizing  the  effects  of  illness  or  disability. 

The  Association  is  a  voluntary  non-profit  agency 
governed  by  a  Board  of  Directors  comprised  of 
representatives  from  each  of  the  towns  it  serves.  It  is 
often  incorrectly  thought  to  be  a  department  of 
another  health  provider  such  as  a  hospital,  but  in 
fact  is  a  separate  and  distinct  organization. 

Town  appropriations  make  the  services  available  to 
the  town,  they  do  not  buy  units  of  service  for 
individuals. 

The  services  provided  by  the  Exeter  Area  Visiting 
Nurse  Association  are  as  follows: 

HOME  HEALTH  CARE.  Home  visits  are  made  on 
referral  from  physicians,  patients,  families  or  other 
agencies.  The  nurse  gives  treatment,  assists  with 
rehabilitation,  instructs  designated  persons  in 
necessary  care  between  nursing  visits,  teaches  good 
nutrition  and  understanding  of  specific  diets,  sickness 
and  accident  prevention.  She  provides  health  assess- 
ments, motivates  patients  and  families  to  self  care  and 
independence  and  refers  when  appropriate  to  other 
agencies. 

The  Physical  Therapist  establishes  and  supervises  a 
program  to  return  the  patient  to  maximum  potential. 
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The  Home  Health  Aide  provides  personal  care  to 
patients  under  the  supervision  of  the  registered  nurse 
or  physical  therapist. 

MATERNAL  AND  CHILD  HEALTH  PROGRAM. 
Home  visits  to  new  or  expectant  mothers  are  made  to 
provide  information  and  instruction  in  the  care  of 
themselves  and  their  babies.  The  Child  Health 
Conference  is  held  twice  a  month  providing  the 
following  services:  Physicals  by  local  pediatrician, 
immunizations,  hearing  and  vision  screening,  lead 
and  urine  testing,  PKU's,  special  counseling,  family 
planning  and  referral  when  appropriate  for  infants 
and  preschool  children. 

ADULT  SCREENING  PROGRAM.  Clinics  held  twice 
monthly  for  blood  pressure  and  weight  checks,  diet 
and  medication  counseling  and  referrals. 

AFTERCARE  PROGRAM.  Follow-up  of  mental 
health  patients  including  those  recently  discharged 
from  N.H.  State  Hospital.  Coordination  of  care 
between  patients,  family,  psychiatrist  and  com- 
munity, administration  of  injectable  meds  and 
supervision  of  oral  meds. 

COMMUNICABLE  DISEASE  PROGRAM.  Home 
visits  to  patients  with  tuberculosis  or  patients  who 
have  had  tuberculosis  or  who  are  contacts  of  patients 
with  tuberculosis  for  testing  and/or  medication  and 
general  health  supervision. 

DISCHARGE  PLANNING.  Service  provided  by 
placing  an  agency  nurse  in  a  local  hospital  five 
mornings  a  week  to  assist  in  planning,  coordinating 
and  arranging  for  continuing  care  at  home. 
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8,125  units  of  service  have  been  provided  to  the 
residents  of  the  service  area  between  01/01/77  and 
10/31/77. 

The  Exeter  Area  Visiting  Nurse  Association  is  a 
Medicare  and  Medicaid  certified  agency.

Submitted  herewith  is  the  report  of  the  annual 
examination  and  audit  of  the  accounts  of  the  Town  of 
Epping  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  December  31,  1977. 

Scope  of  Audit 

Included  in  the  examination  and  audit  were  the 
accounts  and  records  of  The  Board  of  Selectmen, 
Treasurer,  Tax  Collector,  Town  Clerk,  Library,  Water 
and  Sewer  Department,  Trust  Funds,  Municipal  Court 
and  Bi-Centennial  Commission. 

Financial  Statements 

The  balance  sheet  as  of  December  31,  1977  is 
presented  in  Exhibit  A-1.  As  indicated  therein,  the 
liabilities  exceed  the  assets,  thereby  creating  a  net 
debt  of  $33,330.82.  Comparative  statement  of  appro- 
priations and  expenditures  (Exhibit  A-2)  shows  a  net 
surplus  of  appropriations  of  $18,225.16.  The  statement 
of  estimated  and  actual  revenues  and  budget  summary 
(Exhibit  A-3)  shows  a  net  increase  of  actual  revenue  of 
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$35,555.47,  thereby  showing  a  net  budget  surplus  of 
$53,780.63.  Exhibit  A-4  shows  the  balance  sheet  of 
long  term  indebtedness  as  of  December  31,  1977. 
Exhibit  A-5  shows  the  payments  of  principal  and 
interest  due  by  years  for  each  long  term  indebtedness. 

Departments 

Each  official's  records  are  shown  in  Exhibit  B-1 
through  I. 

Audit  Procedure 

The  accounts  and  records  of  all  town  officials 
charged  with  the  custody,  receipts  and  disbursements 
of  public  funds  were  examined  and  audited  in 
accordance  with  generally  accepted  auditing 
standards  and  accordingly,  include  such  tests  of  the 
accounting  records  and  such  other  auditing 
procedures  as  were  considered  necessary  in  the 
circumstances. 

Verification  of  uncollected  taxes  was  made  by  mail- 
ing notices  to  delinquent  taxpayers  as  indicated  by  the 
Collector's  records.  The  amounts  of  uncollected  taxes 
as  indicated  in  the  report  are  therefore  subject  to  any 
change  which  may  be  necessitated  by  the  return  of 
verification  notices. 

Also  verification  of  uncollected  water  and  sewer  bills 
was  made,  by  mailing  notices  to  delinquent  accounts 
as  indicated  by  the  Collector's  records. 

Comments  and  Recommendations 

All  uncollected  taxes  in  Exhibit  C-3  for  the  year 
1974,  have  been  either  abated  or  deeded  to  the  Town, 
inasmuch  as  the  statutory  two  year  redemption  period 
provided  by  R.S.A.  80:32  has  expired  on  these  tax 
liens. 
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It  has  been  noticed  that  the  work  load  continues  to 
increase  as  the  Town  continues  to  grow.  I  would 
recommend  that  an  assistant  be  retained  to  help  ease 
the  Tax  Collector's  and  Town  Clerk's  work  load.  It  is 
also  recommended  that  the  Tax  Collector  and 
Selectmen  review  any  possible  abatements  on  a 
regular  schedule,  perhaps  monthly. 

I  want  to  extend  my  thanks  to  the  officials  of  the 
Town  of  Epping  for  their  assistance  during  the  course 
of  the  audit.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 

Lack  of  adequate  space  has  been  Epping's  No.  1 
educational  problem  for  many  years  now.  In  fact,  your 
superintendent  listed  this  topic  as  a  major  problem  in 
his  annual  report  some  fifteen  years  ago.  Each  year 
since,  the  problem  has  become  more  and  more  acute. 

Granted,  some  minimal  school  construction  has 
occurred  sine  1963,  i.e.,  a  limited-space  junior  high 
school  facility  was  built  in  1964.  To  this  facility  were 
added  a  gym  and  four  classrooms  in  1966,  and  to  the 
Central  School  site  on  Main  Street  four  relocatable 
classrooms  were  installed  in  1971. 

In  that  same  period  of  time,  however,  a  tremendous 
number  of  makeshift  alterations  have  been  necessary. 
Classrooms  have  been  converted  into  libraries, 
basements  and  boiler  rooms  into  art  areas,  closets  into 
office  space,  storage  rooms  into  classrooms  and 
corridors  into  reading,  music  and  special  education 
areas,  until  finally  no  further  rearrangements  are 
possible;  that  is,  without  drastically  curtailing  present 
programs. 

Speaking  of  makeshift  arrangements,  pupils  are  still 
being  housed  in  unsafe  Watson  Academy.  Last  year 
your  superintendent  stated  that,  in  his  opinion,  this 
was  inexcusable  —  his  opinion  remains  unchanged. 

What  more  can  be  said,  other  than  that  a  "yes"  vote 

in  March  is  imperative.  A  "no"  vote  will  only  put  off 
the  inevitable,  but  in  the  meantime,  the  result  of 
such  a  vote  will  be  educationally  devastating. 

Both  Principal  Whalen  (7-12)  and  Principal  Joyce 
(1-6)  underscore  this  contention  in  the  following 
reports:

Mr.  Roy  Whalen  reports  — 

The  Junior-Senior  High  School  has  a  capacity 
program  operating  successfully  for  the  1977-78  school 
year.  Three  hundred  and  sixty  students  are  enrolled  in 
one  hundred  and  one  class  offerings  which  are  staffed 
by  seventeen  regular  academic  teachers,  plus  one 
reading  specialist,  and  one  special  education  teacher. 

Curriculum  study  and  reorganization  is  a  vital 
process  that  will  be  continuous  if  we  are  to  teach  our 
children  the  skills  they  will  need  to  cope  with  our 
changing  society.  The  faculty  is  scrutinizing  the 
present  program  with  an  eye  to  providing  optimal 
services  from  the  facilities  and  equipment  we 
presently  have  and  to  developing  a  local  account- 
ability system  that  will  be  compatible  with  the  State  of 
New  Hampshire  guidelines  soon  to  be  instituted.  It  is 
our  hope  these  efforts  will  permit  revision  of  current 
offerings  to  more  adequately  meet  the  educational 
needs  of  our  students. 

With  the  conversion  of  the  storeroom  to  a  twenty 
pupil  classroom  and  with  minimum  repairs  and 
renovations  to  Watson  Academy  to  meet  minimum 
health  and  safety  requirements,  we  have  been  able  to 
maintain  a  basic  instructional  program  for  the  fine 
young  people  of  Epping.  We  experienced  an  increase  in 
enrollment  of  thirty-seven  students,  12%  over  last 
year's  enrollment.  This  increase  strained  facilities 
used  for  basic  subjects  required  for  graduation  as  well 
as  compounded  the  existing  burden  on  those  areas 
where  elective  subjects  are  taught. 

We  anticipate  a  graduating  class  of  forty  students 
this  year  and  next.  In  two  years  we  expect  a  senior 
class  of  eighty  students.  If  our  present  growth  rate 
continues,  we  will  have  approximately  four  hundred 
students  in  grades  seven  through  twelve  by  the  fall  of 
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1978.  (We  currently  have  three  hundred  and  seventy 
seats  for  classroom  instruction).  At  this  time  it  is 
difficult  to  anticipate  the  specific  effect  this  will  have 
upon  the  school  program.  The  unknown  factor  of  how 
many  new  students  in  each  of  the  grades  we  will 
receive  as  a  result  of  new  families  moving  into  the 
community  will  influence  the  program.  (This  year  we 
gained  nineteen  new  students  as  a  result  of  in 
migration.)  We  know  our  enrollment  will  increase  by, 
at  least,  twenty-five  since  forty  seniors  will  graduate 
and  about  sixty-five  current  sixth  graders  will  become 
seventh  graders  in  June  of  1978. 

Meeting  the  needs  of  students  with  mental  and 
physical  handicaps  is  an  increasingly  complex 
situation.  We  appreciate  the  special  cooperation  and 
assistance  of  the  parents  involved  in  these  cases.  The 
directions  we  will  take  with  the  education  of  these 
youngsters  are  largely  well  defined  by  federal  law. 
Currently,  we  have  a  certified  special  education 
teacher  and  a  part-time  reading  specialist  dealing  with 
seventh  and  eighth  grade  students  with  learning 
difficulties.  We  need  to  begin  meeting  these  kinds  of 
needs  with  students  in  grades  nine  through  twelve.  We 
are  working  with  a  number  of  agencies  that  deal  with 
students  with  special  needs.  These  agencies  assist  us 
in  diagnosing  learning  difficulties  and  prescribing 
valid  educational  routes  for  a  youngster. 

The  development  of  sound  social  attitudes  and 
behavior  is  being  enhanced  by  a  simple  but  firm  code 
of  conduct.  The  students  are  responding  well  to  this 
system,  and  we  appreciate  the  support  from  the 
community  as  we  continue  to  develop  attitudes  of  self- 
reliance,  honesty,  and  responsibility  within  the 
students.  In  the  school,  behavior  difficulties  are  often 
related  to  the  overcrowded  conditions.  When  Epping 
students  represent  their  school  on  field  trips,  athletic

events,  and  other  school  activities,  we  always  receive 
excellent  reports  with  regard  to  their  conduct  and 
participation.  The  parents,  school,  and  community 
can  be  proud  of  these  youngsters  as  they  represent  us 
in  their  many  activities. 

In  my  first  year  as  principal,  I  thank  you  all  for  your 
support  and  kindness.  You  have  made  me  feel  welcome 
in  your  community.  I  am  very  concerned,  as  you  are, 
for  the  health  and  safety  as  well  as  the  education  of 
the  students.  As  such,  we  must  work  together  to 
provide  the  facilities  and  programs  that  these  young 
people  need.  In  my  opinion,  Watson  Academy  is  no 
longer  usable  as  a  school  and  the  high  school  building 
needs  considerable  alteration  to  provide  an  environ- 
ment for  a  contemporary  education. 
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Mr.  Mark  Joyce  reports  — 

Our  elementary  school  successfully  opened  this 
September  with  an  enrollment  of  365  pupils  in  Grades 
1-6,  with  16  full  time  teachers  and  4  part-time 
specialized  teachers.  The  elementary  school  has  been 
successful  this  year  in  writing  programs  for,  and  in 
receiving,  the  services  of  4  visiting  teachers  for  the 
handicapped,  3  Federal  Title  I  staff  members  and  3 
CETA  staff  members.  These  highly  trained 
professionals  help  supplement  our  regular  staff  at  no 
direct  cost  to  the  taxpayers  of  Epping.  During  this 
school  year  we  have  continued  to  develop  our  basic 
curriculum  in  reading  to  Grade  5  and  in  math  through 
Grade  4.  This,  combined  with  our  regular  curriculum 
offers  each  child  a  sound,  fundamental  background  in 
each  of  the  major  subject  areas. 

In  December  of  1977,  the  Epping  Central 
Elementary  School  was  evaluated  by  the  State 
Department  of  Education.  As  a  result  of  the 
evaluation,  our  elementary  school  was  approved  under 
Category  III  of  the  State  Guidelines,  which  reads  "a 
school  which  meets  80%  of  the  required  minimum 
standards  including  the  basics  (reading,  writing  and 
arithmetic)".  The  minimum  standards  which  we  failed 
to  meet,  are  directly  related  to  our  critical  need  for 
space.  Specifically,  the  needs  exists  in  the  areas  of 
adequate  classroom  space,  library  facilities,  staff  and 
materials.  For  example,  according  to  State 
recommended  square  footage  guidelines,  11  of  our  15 
classrooms  are  overcrowded  by  as  much  as  30%,  and 
we  simply  do  not  have  facilities  for  many  of  our 
specialized  staff  members.  Our  space  needs  are  not 
new.  They  have  been  growing  steadily  for  a  number  of 
years  and  now  they  are  at  a  very  critical  level. 

In  a  positive  way,  the  report  went  on  to  commend 
"the  school  administration  for  it's  leadership,  the  staff 
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on  their  good  classroom  control  and  discipline,  the 
students  on  their  good  behavior,  and  the  school  board 
and  community  for  it's  support  of  the  district  and  the 
local  PTO  for  it's  leadership  and  cooperation  with  the 
school  and  community". 

In  summary,  we  have  a  sound,  fundamental 
elementary  school  in  our  community  that  is  faced  with 
a  critical  space  problem.  The  lack  of  space  is  causing 
the  inefficient  use  of  staff  members  and  dangerously 
overcrowded  classrooms  for  our  children.  This 
problem  combined  with  the  increasing  population  of 
our  town  and  the  drastically  increasing  demands  in 
the  area  of  special  education,  are  the  three  critical 
problems  that  face  our  school  district. 

We  encourage  the  citizens  of  Epping  to  become 
informed,  involved  and  to  support  the  most 
reasonable,  long  term  solution  to  our  serious  space 
needs  problem. 

This  report  would  be  incomplete  without  making 
note  that  after  weeks  of  deliberation  on  December  13, 
1977,  the  Epping  School  Board  and  the  Epping 
Education  Association  signed  their  first  negotiations 
agreement.  When  a  copy  of  the  newly  ratified 
agreement  was  sent  to  the  University  of  New 
Hampshire  for  review  and/or  comment,  Mr.  Jayson 
Boynton,  who  teaches  a  course  in  education  negotia- 
tions at  U.N.H.,  and  who  also  serves  as  the  N.H. 
School  Boards  Association's  negotiations  advisor, 
wrote  back  and  said,  "I  compliment  the  Epping  School 
Board  and  those  who  did  the  negotiations  for  the 
District.  It  is  a  very  well  drawn  agreement  which  gives 
consideration  to  the  employees  (as  it  should)  but 
avoids  the  power  "giveaways"  that  would  deny  the 
public  control  of  public  education  in  Epping."

Summary  of  Significant  Accounting  Policies: 

Funds: 

Under  governmental  accounting,  self-balancing 
financial  statements  are  prepared  for  each  fund.  A 
fund  is  defined  as  an  independent  fiscal  and 
accounting  entity  with  a  self-balancing  set  of 
accounts,  recording  cash  and/or  other  resources 
together  with  all  related  liabilities,  obligations, 
reserves  and  equities  which  are  segregated  for  the 
purpose  of  carrying  on  specific  activities  or  attaining 
certain  objectives  in  accordance  with  special 
regulations  or  limitations.  Please  refer  to  the  exhibits 
enumerated  in  the  index  for  the  funds  included  in  this 
report. 

Accounting  Method: 

The  general  accounting  system  of  the  Town  of 
Epping  is  on  the  modified  accrual  basis  which 
includes  the  accountability  of  taxes  and  substantial 
accounts  receivable.  It  is  the  practice  of  the  Town  to 
carry  forward  unexpended  capital  expenditure  appro- 
priations, representing  those  expenses  which  are 
committed  or  actually  incurred.  General  operating 
expenses  are  budgeted  on  a  twelve-month  basis. 
Routine  bills  received  after  December  31  are  included 
in  the  subsequent  year.  This  practice  is  consistent  with 
that  of  the  preceding  fiscal  years.

The  Town  does  not  maintain  a  record  of  fixed  assets.

The  Newmarket  Health  Center  is  a  non-profit  organ- 
ization working  toward  improved  quahty  of  life  for 
southeastern  New  Hampshire.  We  are  dedicated  toward 
providing  a  wide  range  of  high  quality  human  services 
at  a  reasonable  cost  to  all.  Health  services  are  easily 
accessable  to  all  at  reasonable  cost.  We  encourage 
good  health  practices,  early  detection,  and  disease 
prevention.  At  the  Center  a  person's  social,  psycho- 
logical, economic  and  physical  status  are  all  con- 
sidered essential  parts  of  total  good  health.  We  believe 
that  individuals,  families  and  communities  should  be 
enabled  to  learn  more  about  their  own  responsibilities 
for  their  health. 

Our  outpatient  medical  clinic  is  staffed  by  a  Pedi- 
atrician /  Medical  Director,  Registered  Physicians 
Associate,  Health  Aide  and  a  Medical  Assistant.  Ser- 
vices offered  are  general  family  care  for  all  ages, 
preventive,  routine  and  emergency  care.  Home  visits 
are  routine  and  we  are  on  call  24-hours  a  day,  seven 
days  a  week  at  659-3106.  Special  preventive  screening 
clinics  are  frequently  offered  at  no  charge  to  test  for 
early  detection  of  cancer,  diabetes,  glaucoma,  hyper- 
tension, oral  cancer,  hearing  defects,  etc. 

Community  Health  Workers  help  in  bringing  to- 
gether medical,  psychological  and  social  needs  of 
people,  advocating  concern  for  the  whole  person  for 
more  comprehensive,  quality  health  care.  They  make 
visits  to  people's  homes,  hospitals,  nursing  homes, 
develop  special  workshops  and  programs,  and  offer 
their  skills  where  and  whenever  requested. 

Community  Transportation  services  are  offered  to 
the  senior  citizens  for  greater  mobility  and  easier 
access  to  medical  facilities,  social  services,  and  other 
basic  needs  of  otherwise  isolated  seniors.  This  service 
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is  offered,  by  way  of  two  16-passenger  Busettes.  The 
Van  Drivers  are  not  only  trained  in  basic  first  aid  but 
they  meet  weekly  with  our  social  service  staff  and  are 
sensitive  to  the  special  needs  of  the  riders  making 
referrals  to  deal  with  personal  problems  which  may 
arise  (Call  659-2424). 

In  1977  there  were  220  visits  to  the  Medical  Clinic  by 
your  town's  residents;  the  Center  answered  58  queries 
from  your  town  with  information  and  referrals  on 
Info-Center's  1-800-582-7214  toll-free  Une  which  ser- 
vices all  of  Rockingham  County.  The  Senior  Citizen 
Transportation  Service  provided  275  rides  to  the  elderly 
of  your  town.  Through  special  screening  clinics  and 
workshops  an  additional  165  residents  were  seen.  All 
together  about  718  residents  of  your  town  were  served 
by  the  Health  Center.  We  are  pleased  to  have  served 
the  people  of  your  town  in  these  ways. 

In  order  to  make  the  most  efficient  use  of  the  local 
support  which  we  receive  from  your  town  we  match 
these  funds  on  at  least  a  3-to-l  basis  with  federal 
funds.  As  always,  along  with  your  financial  support 
we  request  your  suggestions  and  recommendations 
on  how  we  may  improve  our  services  to  you. 

Current  plans  of  the  Health  Center  include  pro- 
viding nutrition  workshops,  individual  counseling  ser- 
vices, moving  to  a  larger  facility,  free  immunization 
clinics  for  infants  and  children,  a  continuing  effort  to 
improve  the  Center's  medical  services,  and  expansion 
of  the  Senior  Citizen  Transportation  Service.

Moderator  Kendall  Chase  opened  the  meeting  at 
7:40  P.M.  by  reading  the  results  of  the  election  of 
officers  for  the  School  District  for  the  1977-78  year. 

The  School  Warrant  was  then  read  in  its  entirety. 

ARTICLE  1: 

The  School  Board  moved  and  seconded  that  the 
district  set  the  salaries  of  the  school  board  and  truant 
officer  and  the  compensation  of  any  other  officers  or 
agents  of  the  district  as  printed  in  the  school  board's 
proposed  1977-78  operating  budget. 

A  vote  was  taken  and  the  motion  CARRIED. 

ARTICLE  2: 

The  School  Board  moved  and  seconded  ^;hat  the 
reports  of  agents,  auditors,  committees  or  officers 
chosen  be  accepted  as  printed  in  the  district  report. 

Mr.  Arquette  gave  a  report  as  Chairman  of  the 
School  Needs  Study  Committee  organized  at  the 
voters'  request  at  the  Annual  Meeting,  March  2,  1976. 
Many  architect's  plans  were  displayed  in  the  lobby 
and  the  committee  plans  to  present  the  results  of  the 
study  to  the  voters  at  a  later  date. 

A  vote  was  taken  and  the  motion  CARRIED 

ARTICLE  3: 

The  School  Board  moved  and  seconded  that  the 
District  vote  to  authorize  the  school  board  to  make 
application  for,  to  receive  and  spend  in  the  name  of  the 
district  such  advances,  grants-in-aid  or  other  funds  for 
educational  purposes  as  may  now  or  hereafter  be  forth-

The  School  Board  moved  and  seconded  that  the 
District  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$160.00  to  purchase  a  19"  Toro  hand  mower  or  an 
equivalent  mower. 

A  vote  was  taken  and  the  motion  CARRIED.

$2,500.00  to  purchase  a  video-tape  recorder. 

Mr.  Vallone  spoke  in  favor  of  the  article.

$9,000.00  to  pay  unanticipated  special  education  tuition 
and  transportation,  said  amount  to  be  a  deficit  appro- 
priation. 

A  vote  was  taken  and  the  motion  CARRIED. 

ARTICLE  13: 

The  School  Board  moved  and  seconded  that  the 
District  vote  to  authorize  the  school  board  to  pay  in 
excess  of  the  state  average  tuition  for  special  educa- 
tion pupils  attending  schools  outside  the  District. 

Mr.  Arquette  stated  that  it  has  been  the  policy  of  the 
Board  to  pay  all  tuition  required  in  all  cases.  With  the 
rising  costs  and  number  of  requests  for  tuition  pay- 
ments the  Board  is  seeking  some  direction  from  the 
people  whether  to  pay  the  complete  tuition  or  the  state 
average  tuition  only. 

Mr.  Jackson  moved  to  ammend  the  article  by  adding 
"in  hardship  cases  and  when  other  public  or  private 
funds  are  not  available".  Mrs.  Gatchell  seconded  the 
motion. 

A  vote  was  taken  to  ammend  the  article  and  the 
motion  CARRIED. 

A  vote  was  taken  on  the  article  as  ammended  and 
the  motion  CARRIED. 
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ARTICLE  14: 

The  School  Board  moved  and  seconded  that  the 
District  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$4,000.00  to  install  heat,  lights,  tack  boards,  black- 
boards, an  outside  window,  to  tile  and  paint,  and  to 
purchase  furniture  in  order  to  convert  a  storage  room 
in  the  Carrie  Odiorne  Junior  High  School  into  a 
classroom. 

A  vote  was  taken  and  the  motion  CARRIED, 

ARTICLE  15: 

The  School  Board  moved  and  seconded  that  the 
District  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum  not  to 
exceed  $500.00  to  rent  a  box  trailer  for  one  year  to  be 
used  for  storage  space. 

A  vote  was  taken  and  the  motion  CARRIED. 

ARTICLE  16: 

The  School  Board  moved  and  seconded  that  the 
District  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$2,339.00  to  purchase  and  install  40  storm  windows  at 
the  Central  School. 

Mr.  Baker  read  a  statement  to  the  meeting  relating 
to  the  storm  windows  installed  in  the  Central  School 
last  year. 

Mr.  Baker  moved  to  ammend  the  article  to  read 
"That  the  sum  of  $1,200.00  be  appropriated  to  provide 
aluminum  frame  combination  windows  for  all  double 
hung  windows  in  class  rooms  and  offices  of  the 
Central  School  for  which  combination  windows  were 
not  provided  last  year;  Bids  to  be  requested  from  at 
least  three  responsible  bidders  with  reputable  products 
and  contract  to  be  awarded  to  the  lowest  responsible 
bidder.  All  glass  is  to  be  double  strength.  The  school 
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board  is  to  be  given  the  right  to  reject  any  and  all 
bids."  Mrs.  Montgomery  seconded  the  motion. 

A  vote  was  taken  to  ammend  the  article  and  the 
motion  CARRIED. 

A  vote  was  taken  on  the  article  as  ammended  and 
the  motion  CARRIED. 

ARTICLE  17: 

The  Moderator  proceeded  to  read  the  budget. 

Eugenia  M.  Phetteplace  read  a  statement  on  behalf 
of  the  Teacher's  Association  followed  by  the  following 
motion:  "I  move  that  the  School  Board  be  instructed  to 
increase  the  proposed  teacher's  base  salary  from 
$7,500.00  to  $7,700.00  and  that  the  budget  be  increased 
by  $7,200.00  for  this  purpose."  The  motion  was 
seconded. 

Mr.  Beauchard  was  authorized  by  the  meeting  to 
speak  on  behalf  of  the  teachers  in  favor  of  the  motion. 

Mr.  Wadleigh  and  Mr.  Arquette  stated  the  School 
Board's  position. 

A  vote  was  taken  on  the  motion  and  the  motion  was 
DEFEATED. 

The  School  Board  moved  and  seconded  that  the 
District  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$851,032.00  for  the  support  of  schools,  for  the  payment 
of  salaries  for  school  district  officials  and  agents  and 
for  the  payment  of  statutory  obligations  of  the  district. 

Mr.  Dodge  made  a  motion  to  ammend  the  article, 
seconded  by  Mr.  Castle,  "to  reduce  the  budget  by  5%  or 
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$42,551.00  to  read  $808,481". 

A  vote  was  taken  to  ammend  the  article  and  the 
motion  was  DEFEATED. 

A  vote  was  taken  on  the  article  and  the  motion 
CARRIED. 

ARTICLE  18: 

The  Moderator  read  the  article.  There  being  no 
further  business,  the  School  Board  moved  and 
seconded  to  adjourn. 

A  vote  was  taken  and  the  motion  CARRIED.

As  the  Town  grows,  so  does  the  job  of  your  Police  Department  for 
the  protection  of  homes  and  crimes  against  persons  and  properties. 

24-hour  coverage  for  the  Town  logged  58,104  miles  and  8,961  man 
hours. 

646  motorists  were  stopped  for  check-ups  and  280  were  brought  in 
to  the  Epping  Municipal  Court  for  motor  vehicle  violations.  After 
the  purchase  of  the  new  radar  (end  of  July)  104  speeding  violators 
were  summoned  out  of  a  grand  total  of  126  for  the  entire  year.
